PACE OF LIFE 

Students in 1993 are finding an ever 
increasing pace of life. Demands are 
now placed on the student to excel in 
school, sports, extra-curricular activi- 
ties and after school employment.

Required classes. No 
other class has more required 
classes per year then the fresh- 
men class. Ninth graders are 
required to take physical edu- 
cation for one semester, health 
for one semester, a math class, 
world history or geography, 
biology and an English class. 
This leaves freshmen the op- 
tion of selecting only one elec- 
tive class. While most other 
classes have as a requirement 
an English, math and a social 
science requirement, health, 
biology and physical educa- 
tion seem to most associated 
with the freshmen class.

What is the connection between comput- 
ers, lathes, brushes and Marysville, Michigan. 
Technology and the fine arts have always had 
a working relationship at Y.H.S. It is not 
uncommon for students to select drafting, 
woods, metals, tech., art, photo, yearbook, or 
any of the available courses of studies avail- 
able through the St. Clair County TEC Center. 
This relationship starts with a student’s inter- 
est in pursuing a vocational program and may 
begin with the election of art classes for 
knowledge in drawing, perspective, painting, 
etc, continues with industrial arts courses such 
as tech, and CAD work and concludes with 
student work at the TEC Center. The larger 
group of students that select these areas for 
electives do so fora variety of reasons from the 
decision to further studies at a two year col- 
lege, four year university, a vocational school 
or just to enhance an interest. “ I'm taking art 
classes now so I can get prepared for college 
classes that will revolve around an art major” 
is the reason forjunior Ryan Wesley’s interest.

Different languages than 
what we are used to hearing. 
Music and Spanish can be con- 
sidered different languages; both 
use phrasing, intonation, pauses, 
etc. Music and Spanish at Y.H.S. 

instruct students in culture, history and struc- 
ture, and offer the chance for travel either to 
events like field trips and food experiences in 
Spanish to competitions in choral and band 
events. Last year the Ensemble Band and 
Choral went to the State Finals and received 
Division I and II ratings. The ratings received 
at the state level were the highest the band has 
achieved in many years. Yale High School stu- 
dents have the opportunity to select music 
courses or Spanish in the Fine Arts Depart- 
ment, in addition to art, photography, year- 
book or journalism. These classes are often 
overlooked for the accomplishments of the 
students’ performances, and they don’t re- 
ceive the crowds that attend high profile 
events such as sporting competitions. “ I take 
academic classes and cheerleading, but sing- 
ing is most important to me. I’m planning on 
attending college for choral music instruction. 
I feel we work so hard with our music and 
people just seem to take our music for 
granted," is how senior Angela McGeary 
expressed herself. Junior Spanish II student 
Diane Anderson, said " I take Spanish because 
it is interesting. I really find it to be a chal- 
lenge.” Students are also becoming aware of 
the fact that foreign language knowledge is 
more important for a more global knowledge 
that business and related fields demand. 
Whatever the reasons for a student working in 
these “foreign” languages, the achievements 
that Y.H.S. students gain are no less important 
to the school district than those more highly 
visible accomplishments in other areas.

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IN THE SADDLE 


Saddles, bridles, curry 
brushes, boots, and hats are some 
of things that students must pro- 
vide for themselves for this or- 
ganization, not to mention the all 
important animal known as the 
horse. Equestrian Team is with- 
out a doubt the most expensive 
club available to the Y.H.S. stu- 
dent with costs that could run in to 
the several thousand dollar range. 
The reason that students get in- 
volved is an extention of further- 
ing a hobby, that of showing 
horses and traveling the horse 
shows. Yale High School’s 
Equestion Team is included in a 
district much like other sports or 
clubs that includes Northern High 
School, Deckerville, Port Huron 
High, Marine City, L’Anse 
Creuse, Memphis, Richmond, St. 
Clair, Croslex and Capac. This 
year’s shows were all held at the 
Goodall’s Fair Grounds. The 


competition is judged on how a 
student controls the horse and the 
overall picture of the rider and the 
horse as a team. Points are 
amassed for each class (i.e. show- 
manship, western, horsemanship, 
hunt seat equitation, etc.) with 
first place receiving six points, 
second place receives five points, 
etc. to the last place being sixth 
place with only one point. At the 
end of the meet the coaches add 
points of each individual on the 
team with the team acquiring the 
most points winning the meet. 
This year's team was the winners 
of the Class B division which al- 
lowed the team to compete at the 
State Championship held at Ma- 
son, Michigan. Y.H.S. equestion 
team came in fourth in the state at 
this meet. 

For those students that have the 
horse, saddles, bridles, etc. the 
Equestion Team is the club of 
choice.

TYPE OF ATHLETE 

Within Yale High School twenty- four dif- 
ferent sports are offered to both boys and girls 
with one-third of the student body participat- 
ing in these various sports. One major accom- 
plishment of this program this year has been 
the Crosscountry Team, which won the class 
B championship in the state, putting them in 
the top ten.
